Among an estimated 1 .2 million people, 

1 00 University fo Rhode Island students 
participated in Sunday ’s March for 
Women’s Lives in Washington D.C. to 
support women’s reproductive rights, with 
a focus on the right to choose to have an 
abortion. The student organization Pro- 
moting Awareness of Gender Equality 
(PAGE) planned the trip. “It was just 
incredible to see so many people,” said 
Heather Kumer, president ofthe group. 

“It was definitely a climax in my life,” 
Kumer said. “It made me realize that I am 
not alone.” The crowd marched with signs 
reading “Against Abortion? Don ’t Have 
One,” “Women’s Health NotCorporate 
Wealth,” “Bush out of my Bush” and “My 
Body is not Public Property.” One sign 
said, “77 percent of anti-abortion leaders 
are men. 1 00 percent of them will never 
be pregnant.” Ryan Freebem, 24, of 
Kingston, was among the minority of men 
at the march. “I believe that women’s 
rights have come a long way, that there’s 
still a long way to go. I feel that women 
should have the right to choose,” he said. 
URI senior Sarah Freebem agreed. “Right 
now it seems more critical because of the 
behavior of the Bush administration that 
we change things before they get a lot 
worse,” she said. There were many 
speakers at both the morning and after- 
noon rally held at the National Mall, 
including politicians, organization leaders 
and actresses. Senator Hillary Clinton told 
the crowd, “Thank you for marching for 
our rights. . .for women ’ s lives.” However, 
marching is not enough to change the 
direction our countru is headed under this 
administration, she said. Reproductive 
justice means have the right to choose to 
have an abortion or bear a child, said 
Gwedolyn Mink, professor of Women’s 
Studies at Smith College.

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With the stars aligned on Saturday and every oddity occurring on 
cue, the bizzaro University of Rhode Island men’s basketball 
team pulled a 1 80-degree turn at a crucial point in its early 
season, upsetting Providence College, 89-79. The Friars (3-1) 
made their first trip to Kingston in 3 1 years in the middle of a 
blizzard, but it didn’t deter a crowd of 7,657 from trekking 
through the snow. And as if the setting wasn’t strange enough, 
URI assaulted PC with a barrage of three-pointers, far from the 
Rams’ strong point. In fact, the Rams (5-2) had only made 15 
shots from behind the arc in 80 attempts this year, struggling 
terribly in recent contests at Syracuse and Brown. They re- 
sponded though in their first home game in two weeks with 10 
threes in 14 attempts, a school-record 71 percent. Rhody guard 
Dustin Hellenga (26 points, six assists, five rebounds and four 
steals), who had made just 3 of 20 three pointers in the last two 
games, hit 5 of 9 on Saturday, including a bomb from near half 
court with the shot clock running down. The shot sparked an 1 1- 
3 URI run that broke the game open in the second half. ’’They 
know what they did. They know the stats. They hear it from 
people,” URI coach Jim Baron said of his players past deficien- 
cies. “[But] you have to take shots to make them. We stepped up 
and made them. That rim looked really wide. I kept saying to my 
assistant, ‘Is this the same team that played against Syracuse and 
Brown.’” ’’They made the key shots from the perimeter, from 
downtown against our zone,” Friar coach Tim Welsh said. 

“When that happens it becomes very hard to contain a team with 
all those athletes. Their weakness became strength today.” PC 
held a58-57 lead after a pair of free throws from Rob Sanders 
(13 points, four rebounds and five assists) with 10:17 left. The 
Rams couldn’t get a good look on the following possession and

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Hellenga, after taking a pass near half court, thought the shot clock was 
about to run out and fired away. Eight seconds remained on the clock, but 
luck, which was on URI’s side on Saturday, guided the shot through the 
net. ’’Jimmy sits on the right side of Our Lady of Mercy and I sit on the 
wrong side, so I’m going to sit behind him in church tomorrow,” Welsh 
said. “Hellenga makes one when he’s closer to half court than the top of 
the key, [Terrance] Mack banks one in and [Brian] Woodward makes one 
falling out of bounds. I know we almost have to play perfect to win.” 

The momentum swing swept through the Ryan Center like an avalanche 
after Hellenga’s shot. Three pointers from Woodward (19 points) and 
Dawan Robinson (26 points, six assists and five rebounds) extended 
URI’s lead to 69-62. Chris Holm, who had an uncharacteristic soft touch, 
made all three of his shots, including a bucket to put the Rams up 73-67. 
Holm and Mack combined to add 14 points and nine rebounds off the 
bench. PC’s last chances to get back in the game slipped through the 
hands of big man Tuuka Kotti. He missed the front end of a 1-and-l with 
just under three minutes left, then lost a pass on the right wing with 2:03 
left. Hellenga sealed the win for URI, stealing a pass in the backcourt 
and bringing it down for a lay up. He waved his arms like a conductor as 
the crowd responded like his symphony with a roar. ’’Nobody has a 
bigger heart and a bigger fire to win and to compete. He puts it all out 
there,” Baron said. “I love when guys are animated. I try to get every- 
body around me to be animated. I try to get my wife to be animated.” 

The improved shooting performance allowed URI to crack a zone defense 
after failing to do so against the Orangemen and the Bears. The Rams 
totaled 33 turnovers and 20 assists against those two 2-3 zones, but were 
finally able to distribute the ball on Saturday. URI had 21 assists in the 
game compared to just 12 turnovers. Point guard Dawan Robinson most 

notably increased his care of the 
ball, adding six assists and only 
two turnovers after having 26 
turnovers in the first six games. 

’’From Brown to this game I 
thought we got a lot better because 
we turned the ball over too many 
times against Brown. I thought we 
shared the basketball so much 
more than we’ve done in the past,” 
Baron said. “I thought Dawan 
played as well as he’s ever played. 

He played yeoman today. With 
handling the basketball, with 
getting six assists and limiting his 
turnovers, he was very produc- 
tive.” The win was the second 
straight for URI in its series with 
PC and also its second straight 
upset over the Friars. PC had 
received votes in both national 
polls last week, but were not listed 
in either poll this week. ’’This 
was a great victory for us,” Baron 
said. “We played as well as we’ve 
played since I’ve been here. It just 
really came together.”

Darcie 
Blanding, V-Day organizer and 
peer advocate, has coordinated 
the event for the past two 
years. “I just think it’s an 
amazing opportunity for women 
to get together,” she said. The 
Vagina Monologues are not 
exclusively for women. Men are 
welcomed and are encourage to 
attend. There are 28 cast 
members in the Vagina Mono- 
logues. They are all URI 
students, except for the 
coordinator of violence against 
women. Their majors range from 
human development and family 
studies to music education, 
textiles and fasion merchandis- 
ing to political science. “It’s a 
great bunch of women that 
come together and talk about 
vaginas,” Schenk said.

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The University of Rhode Island Women’s Volleyball Team came into the 2003 fall campaign with several changes and renewed hope from the previous 
season. As always, the goal of winning the conference championship loomed large. Several events hindered the achievement of the conference crown, 
but URI had many memorable moments throughout the season. Eight new players were added to the roster with the hopes of adding much needed 
depth to the program.The biggest obstacle was to mesh new players and old into one unit in only a few weeks of training. 

The first weekend of the year, the Rams headed to the Sea-Sun Invitational in Orono. Maine to take on #11 Penn State. Colorado. Southeast Missouri, 
and Maine. URI played #11 Penn State in the first match of the season. The Rams battled hard before losing in 3 games. Up next was Maine. The Rams 
won 2 of the first 3 games before falling in 5 in a very tough environment. The next morning URI played Colorado. The Rams warmed up slowly losing 
the first 2 games but put a scare into the buffaloes losing 30-32 in game 3. URI got some redemption for playing hard all weekend by beating South- 
eastern Missouri in 4 games to get the first win of the season. 

Conference play started in the Bronx the last weekend in September with the Rams beating Fordham in a grueling 5 game match. The next weekend, 
the Rams traveled to Duquesne and defeated the Dukes in another 5 game thriller. Saturday night in Washington D.C.. URI made another attempt for 
an early conference road win. After winning the first 2 games, the outlook was good, however. George Washington refused to fall at home and won 
15-12 in a third straight 5 game match for the Rams. 

On homecoming night, the Rams bounced struggling LaSalle in 3 games. The next weekend. URI hosted conference champion Dayton and Xavier. 
Dayton survived in 3 close games with a few Ram miscues leading to the loss. Xavier was not so fortunate. The Rams came out aggressive from the 
start and beat Xavier handily in 3 games leaving the Rams (4-3) in 4 th place in the Atlantic-IO standings half way through the season. 

With only I conference match the next weekend. The Rams hosted #14 Notre Dame on Thursday night. The Rams held their own against the #1 blocking 
team in the nation before falling in 3 games. After only 6 months of rehab. Kaleena Miller came back into the starting lineup as an outside hitter against 
Fordham and instantly sparked the Rams. With an unparalleled sense of self-confidence, the Rams won in 3 straight games (30-21. 30-20. 30-15). 

With the last home weekend upon the Rams. URI hosted George Washington and Duquesne. After letting a win slip away in D.C.. the Rams made sure to 
close the deal at home against GW. The Rams left no doubts in a resounding 3-0 win. However, the Rams a let their guard down and Duquesne snuck in 
a grabbed a 3-0 victory in very tight match with URI holding two game points in game I. 
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IUR1 faced a tough final weekend at Xavier and Dayton. Xavier won several tough matches and needed a win 
against URI to stay alive for the A-IO championship. After splitting the first 2 games, the Rams fell to Xavier in 4 
very close games. Mow with URI needing to win at Dayton to stay alive, sheer determination helped the Rams raise 
their level of play. The Rams controlled game I and won 20-26. The Rams started game 2 with flawless volleyball 
and held the flyers at bay until the last third of the game. With URI up 21-16. the conference champion flyers strung 
together several blocks and took the momentum from the Rams. After fighting hard, the Rams fell in game 2. 20- 
26. Dayton took the last 2 games with the most potent offense in the conference finally clicking. It was an 
extremely tough loss for the Rams, who were scheduled to host the A-IO Championships, as URI was eliminated 
from championship competition. The Rams 7-7 conference record left them 5 th overall. 

Even though the Rams did not get the opportunity to host the A-IO championships, there was a sense of achieve- 
ment for the program. The program integrated 8 new players into the program and the team responded well. Two- 
thirds of the starting lineup was completely different from last year including the pivotal setter position. Six of the 
new players were true freshmen that had never played collegiate volleyball and several players had injuries that they 
overcame just to practice everyday. With these challenges, each weekend through the end of the season the squad 
played better volleyball than the last. Bob Schneck stated 'I feel that this was one of our strongest jobs of 
coaching in all of my years here at URI’. Ultimately, the progress made this year will lead to more wins next season.

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Over the 2003 Season. Rhody Football was an offensive force to be 
reckoned with. The URI attack averaged 416 yards per game, ranking 17th in the 
country in total offense. In rushing offense. URI was ranked second in the country 
and first in the A-IO. with an average of 334.1 yards per game. Further, the 
Rams set a new all time A-IO rushing record with 4.005 total yards throughout 
the season. A great help to URI rushing was Wendall Williams who was named 
A-IO Special Teams Player of the Year. Williams was first in the A-IO for all- 
purpose yards per game with an average of 163.7 yards. 

This offense won URI the third Governor’s Cup victory in a row for URI. 
The Governor’s Cup culminated a Rhody three game-winning streak early in the 
2003 season. Helping create this streak were Edgar Puzio, named 3rd team all 
conference, and Jm Patrick who was named to the CoSida District I Al- Aca- 
demic All- American Team. URI defeated rivals Brown with a score of 27 to 9. 

The next weekend was the Homecoming match against Villanova. In a 
tight back and forth fight. URI took the lead in the third quarter with a 38-yard 
field goal by 1st team all-conference place-kicker Shane Laisle. who was the most 
accurate kicker in the A-IO. scoring 75% of his field goals. The fourth quarter 
was highlighted by a 95-yard run by Williams. URI forced five interceptions from 
Villanova’s quarterback in that game as well. Unfortunately. Villanova entered the 
endzone with a one-yard sneak in the final 20 seconds of the game and pulled 
ahead with a final score of 21 to 17.

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BASKETBALL 

The URI Men's Basketball season opener was sign of greatness to come. The Rams 
led by as many as 26 points in their 89-77 triumph over Northeastern. The Rams added 
two more wins duming the Las Vegas Tournament before heading to face defending 
National Champions Syracuse. The Rams were leading by II points in the first half, and 
they won the game in rebounds 55-41. However. URI's low 3-point completion per- 
centage allowed Syracuse to scrape by 69-65. The Rams returned to defeat Brown 
and face Providence College at home with the support of a sell out crowd, in the middle 
of a blizzard, no less. Following the philosophy of ' Not in our house." Rhody left no doubt 
as to who was the state champion, blowing past Providence 89-79. This achievement 
fueled five more wins in a row to total an impressive seven game winning streak. 

This streak was tarnished by a trip to Seton Hall in which URI was tied 24-24 in the 
first half but could not hold on for a victory. Rhody bounced back with a defeat of 
Fordham at the Atlantic IO conference opener. After this sucess. URI hit a rough patch 
in their season, but the team picked up steam with a three game win streak heading into 
their second meeting with an undefeated and No. 2 nationally ranked St Joe's. The St. 
Joe's game was a nail-biting, edge-of-your-seat experience for a blue sea of fanatical 
fans which left the Rams up at halftime. The last ten minutes of the game were a back 
and forth battle with both teams always within three points of each other. URI pulled 
ahead by two with no more than a minute to go. but in the end. St Joe's squezed by 
and barely managed to keep their undefeated record intact URI's next big challenge was 
the Atlantic IO tournament, where it boasted a first round win before being knocked 
out in the quarterfinals by George Washington. The Rams were honored to host the 
first round NIT game in which they soundly crushed Boston University. The season ended 
with a second round NIT loss to West Viginia.

BASKETBAU. 

The Women's Basketball season was an in-conference success with a .500 record for only 
the second time since 1996. The Rams got off to a spectacular start with a 25 point win 
against Northeastern in the first home game of the season. Rhody went on to win the New- 
port Marbor Hotel £• Marina Holiday Classic with victories over both William & Mary and St. 
John's. 

Rhody went on to face both in-state rivals, starting with Brown University. URI forced 29 
turnovers for Brown and held the lead the majority of the second half, starting with a three 
pointer by Yolett McPhee. In the next in-state match-up. URI trailed Providence College in the 
final minutes of the game. Denise King responded with 14 straight points that tied the score at 
66-66 heading into overtime. The Rams pulled ahead in overtime, and thanks to King’s 
season-high 28 point game. URI won the title of state champions. 

The next big match-up for URI was the Atlantic IO season opener against St. Bonaventure. 
Rhody dominated this match, thanks to a season-high 22 point game by Shayla Johnson. In 
conference. URI went on to knock off both the number one and number two seeded teams. 
First, the Rams faced Atlantic IO leader Temple in a game which URI lead the entire second 
half. Despite this lead, the game was still nerve-racking and came down to a missed three 
point shot by Temple at the buzzer. URI went on to face Atlantic IO second place team St. 
Joe's in which they forced 21 turnovers and led in the game's final ten minutes. Later in the 
season. URI faced the new first place Atlantic IO team George Washington in a rematch of 
last year's Atlantic IO Championship. URI led at half time, but the lead switched hands repeat- 
edly in this closely matched battle until the Rams fell behind in the last five minutes. 

In the Atlantic IO Championships. URI won their first game against Dayton but fell to 
Richmond in the next round. The season would not have been possible without the team's 
seniors, including Third-Team All- Atlantic IO player Denise King. Che accumulated the twelfth 
highest career score in URI history with 1.025 points. Aso invaluable was Shayla Johnson, 
who was named to the Atlantic IO All-Defensive Team.
